The Confederation Caravan 
which will visit 81 Alberta locali¬ 
ties next year is scheduled to toe 
in Vulcan on Tuesday, May 23. 

The itinerary of the Caravan was 
confirmed at a special seminar held 
in Edmonton on September 20, 
attended by 120 civic representa¬ 
tives from all parts of the pro¬ 
vince. Representing the Vulcan 
Chamber of Commerce were Mr. 
and Mrs. Allan McAskile. 

The big Caravan consists of 
eight tractor-trailers, each 73 feet 
long and weighing 20 tons. They 
are equipped to depict Canada’s 
geography and history irom pre¬ 
historic times up the present day.

Confederation displays accompani¬ 
ed by their teachers. Younger 
children will be expected to go 
with their * parents and older 
students and adults will make the 
45-minute tour on their own. 

There will be no admission 
charge and the Confederation 
Caravan coming to Vulcan will be 
able to handle up to 700 persons 
an hour. It will be open from 
11 a.m. to 11 p.m. on the day it 
is here. 

In Vulcan, the Caravan will be 
located on the grounds, adjacent 
to the County Central High School. 
This is the only stop the Con¬ 
federation Caravan will make in 
the County of Vulcan.

RECOMMENDED 


It’s cheaper, easier and less 
frustrating to fertilize stubble and 
pasture and hay fields in the fall. 
You can even fall fertilize with a 
few inches of snow on the ground. 

One of the big advantages of 
fall fertilization is that fertilizer 
orders often receive ofr-car reduc¬ 
tions or cash discounts. Normal 
discounts depend on the time of 
the year, running from over 5% 
to less than 2%. Of course, if you 
buy bulk from a fertilizer plant, 
etc., there may be an even big¬ 
ger reduction. 

Fall fertilization usually elimi¬ 
nates the hazard of getting equip¬ 
ment stuck in the field and avoids 
the possibility of leaving ruts in 
the pasture or hay land. 

In the spring when the right 
conditions for seeding finally 
occur, it is frustrating and hard 
work to have to load the seed box 
attachment with fertilizers. Also 
it takes valuable time. There is 
little doubt that fall fertilization 
spreads the work load evenly be¬ 
tween the seasons. 

The current recommendations for 
tall fertilizing stubble to be seed-

100 lbs. of 33.5-0-0. Any combina¬ 
tion of nitrogen which will supply 
ubout 20-30 lbs. of actual nitro¬ 
gen will do the job. You can use 
a soil test to indicate whether to 
apply more or less than the re¬ 
commended amount. It appears 
that most soils which have pro¬ 
duced a good crop tit is year will 
require the full 100 lbs. of 33.5-0-0. 
Then in the spring the remainder 
of the nitrogen required and the 
phosphate can be drilled in with 
the seed. Probably 11-48-0 will fill 
the recommendations with regard 
to phosphate. 

If you are in the brown soil 
zone, there is less advantage in 
fall broadcasting on stubble. It 
would be very wise .to have your 
soil tested now.

Springtime Or Fall — Check Fertilizers Before Making Purchase 


The Alberta Soils Advisory Com¬ 
mittee strongly advises farmers to 
check the relative costs of nutrients 
present in fertilizer formulations 
before buying any kind of fer¬ 
tilizer. 

Several new fertilizer products 
accompanied by misleading claims 
have recently appeared on the mar¬ 
ket. Among these are liquid fer¬ 
tilizers to be used on seed, drilled 
in with the seed or sprayed on the 
crops, they say. 

Tests to date in Alberta have 
shown that treatment of seed with 
fertilizer solutions is ineffective in 
promoting profitable increases in 
coarse grain yields. A field trial 
conducted at the Lacombe Experi¬ 
mental farm last year showed that
